W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the Acts relating to the 
registration of births and deaths in Ireland : 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 

5 and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Registration of Births. 

1. In the case of every child bom alive after the commencement Information 
of this Act it shall be the duty of the father and mother of the be 
10 child, and of the occupier of the house in which to his knowledge given to 
the child is bom, and of each person present at the birth, and of ^£ 0 f ortJ ._ 
the person having charge of the child, to give to the registrar, two days, 
within forty-two days next after such birth, information of the 37 & 38 Viet, 
particulars required to be registered concerning such birth, and in 88, s- 1- 
IB the presence of the registrar to sign the register.

17. A coroner upon holding an inquest on any body may. if lie Coroner’s 
thinks fit, by order under Ins hand, authorise the body to be ord . erftn ? 
buried before registry of the death, and shall g-ivc sucli order to the ccrtSefor 

5 relative of tho deceased or other person who causes the body to be burinl - 
buried, or to tho undertaker or other person having charge of 
the funeral ; and, except upon holding an inquest, no order, 
warrant, or other document for the burial of any body shall be 
given by the coroner. 

10 The registrar upon registering any death, or upon receiving a 
written notice of the occurrence of a death, accompanied by 
a medical certificate as is before provided by this Act, shall 
forthwith, or as soon after as lie is required, give, without fee 
or reward, cither to the person giving information concerning the

Certificates of Cause of Death. 

Regulations 20. With respect to certificates of the cause of death the 
rates ofc-iiusc lowing provisions shall have effect : 

of death. (1.) The Registrar General shall from time to time f urnish to 40 
every registrar printed forms of certificates of cause of 
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death by registered medical practitioners, and every A. a isso. 
registrar shall furnish such forms gratis to any registered 
medical practitioner residing or practising in such regis- 
trar’s district : 

5 (2.) In case of the death of any person who has been attended 

during his last illness by a registered medical practitioner, 
that practitioner shall sign and give to some person 
required by this Act to give information concerning the 
death a certificate stating to the host of his knowledge and 

10 belief tho cause of death, and such person shall, upon 

giving information concerning tho death, or giving notice 
of tho death, deliver that certificate to the registrar, and 
the cause of death as stated in that certificate shall be 
entered iu the register :

every such assistant superintendent registrar or assistant registrar, e. 88. s. 24. 

30 while so acting shall, subject to the control of the superintendent 
registrar or registrar, have all the powers, and perform all the 
duties, and be subject to all the penalties herein declared concern- 
ing superintendent registrars and registrars respectively ; and every 
superintendent registrar or registrar shall bo civilly responsible for

Nothing in this Act shall alfect tlie rights or positions of existing 
deputy superintendent registrars or deputy registrars. 

Every such assistant shall hold his appointment during the

23. If any superintendent registrar dies, resigns, or otherwise 
ceases to hold his office, his assistant shall he interim superintendent 10 
registrar. 

Every interim superintendent registrar shall act as superintendent 
registrar, and have all the powers, and perform all the duties, and 
he subject to all the obligations of a superintendent registrar until 
another is duly appointed.
